WASHINGTON, September 10.—Either the 
Democratic leaders here have been strangely 
advised or the belief exists among the leaders 
in Obie that there is a reasonable hope, to say 
the least, that Ohio can be transferred to the 
Democratic column. Reports have reached 
here, notfrom Senator Thurman, but from 
other distinguished Democrats as well, that 
the Democrats of Ohio have a perfect organ- 
ization and a better prospect for carrying the 
State tnan for years back.

LOSS OF THE ANGLIA. 


A Collision at Sea, But the Crew of the 
Steamer Saved. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, September 10.—The agents of 
the Anchor Line Steamship Company have as 
yet received no particulars of the loss of the 
Anglia, but it is the opinion 
that a dense fog and heavy 
sea prevailed at the time. Captain Garrie 
gave ample proof of the excellent discipline 
which prevailed on board the Anglia, for 
without asking for assistance he ordered the 
boats out, and the entire crew left the sink- 
ing steamer in safety. The Anglia wentdown 
shortly after. The Trongate does not seem to 
have suffered much damage from the coliision, 
as she is reported to be on her way to this 
port. This collision resembles the disaster in 
which the steamship Ville de Havre was lost, 
the fatal blow being also delivered by an iron 
sailing vessel, the Loch Earn. The 
Anglia's boats reached St. Johns, 
but nothing could be saved from 
the steamer by the crew. The Trongate is 
an iron dark from the same shipyard on the 
Clyde as the steamship she has so summarily 
sent to the bottom of the 
occan. She was launched two 
years ago and belongs to Alexander E. 
Lennox, of Glasgow. Hertonnage is rated 
at 949 tons, and her dimensions are: Length 
NK feet, breadth 33 feet, depth of hold 20 
feet. Her commander is Captain Dunn. She 
sailed from Antwerp for this port August 15.

The Latest Invention of the Well 
Known St. Louis Doctor.

NEW YORK, September 10.—Dr. J. H. Mc- 
Lean, of St. Louis, whose experiments in this 
city with breech-loading magazine cannons 
were described some months ago, has com- 
pleted another battery gun. Dr. McLean 
makes the claim, based on experiment, that 
this gun, which cost $15,000, will 
fire 12,828 shots per minute. 
Shots are fired from the magazines, 
and this prevents the gun from overheating 
and preventsthe danger of explosion. The 
gun has been named the Lady McLean. The 
inventor will shortly give a public exhibition 
of his heavy ordnance, when the Government 
experts in ordnance will be invited to be 
present. Experimentsare being constantly 
made toward perfecting the large guns,which 
are claimed to be capable of more terrible 
execution than any arms hitherto invented.

SEEING THE SHAH. 


The Scattering of Flowers Along His 
Pathway by Ugly Old Men. 
Teheran Cor. Lunden Daily News. 

I have had an opportunity of seeing his Ma- 
jesty preceeding in state to visit his first 
minisier. Though daily, necessarily, in con- 
tact with his minister, the Shah annually pays 
him three public visits todo bim honor, tae 
entire royal household as well as the sov- 
ereign being entertained at dinner. 

From the door of the house, wkere the 
Shah was paying a Visit, up to the mansion of 
the Ministcr, a distance of overa mile, the 
thoroughfare was lined with troops. Though 
they bad taken up their position at in the 
morning, the Shab did not appear till nearly 
12 oe cluck. Some half hour previous to this 
sundry oldfashioned carriages, drawn by a 
couple of borseseach and driven by a couple 
of coachnien, Who to all appearances might 
have been royal scullions inundisguised pro- 
fessional costume, might be seen making their 
way, outside the ranks of the troops, in the 
direction of the Minister’s residence. These 
carriages contained some of the principal 
harem favorites, and were preceded bya 
crowd of men in ordinary Persian 
civilian costume, beating the air and 
the ground with long ozier rods, and 
vociferatine to the bystanders to“ be blind and 
to turn their faces to the wall, lest by any ill- 
juck they might catch sigot of any of the 
**ligbts of the harem’’ in the carriages.

A Remarkable Shipwreck. 
From the New Yerk Worid. 


The history of one of the most remarkable 
of modern shipwrecks can now be written in 
full. Ou the 6th of April last the steamship 
American, of 2,500 tons, left Southampton 
for Madeira and the Cape. having on board 
| fifty-eight passengers. On the morning of 
| the 23d the shaft of the propeiler broke and 

the vessel foundered. She went down rapid- 
ly, but the crew nad been regularly drilled 
in the launching and equipment of the 
boats, and ali the preparations quit her were 
made without panic, confusion or waste of 
precious time. The passengers had to avan- 
don their baggage, but each was allowed to 
carry one change of clothiog on his arm, and 
after the Captain, the last man to leave tue 
vessel, had made a careful inspectionito satis- 
fy himself that no one was left behind. the lit - 
tle flotilla of eight boats stood by the American 
till she sank and then headed for the African 
coast, some two huadred miles distant. Ou 
the 2th three of them were insight of laud 
when they were picked up by the Glasgow 
steamer Congo; an American bark,the Emma 
Herriman, saved three more, and a seventh 
fell in with a German schooner, the Moltke, 
bound for Madeira. There remained to be 
accounted for the dingy, containing seven of 
the crew, and after a gunboat had been sent 
out in search of ber without obtaining any 
| tidipgs she was given up as lost. Three 
months after the shipwreck, however, on the 
“Ist of July, the men were landed in the Por- 
tuguese settlement of Loanda, having doubt- 
less been picked up soon after the wreck by a 
Portuguese coaster, the Tarujo, as it is bard- 
ly to be imagined that so small a craft should 
have made its way from a point 20 miles 
southwest of Cape Palmas to Loanda, 1.209 
miles away across the GulfofGuinea. The 
passergers saved by the Herriman proceeded 
on their way in another steamship, whica also 
was wrecked, and m this second disaster one 
of their number, Mr. Paterson, a distinguish- 
ed South African statesman, perished, the 
only person fromthe American that lost his 
life. Of course the shipwrecked men had 
lemarkably good luck throughout, but srill it 
was such a model shipwreck, the crews were 
so well trained and disciplined and the boats 
so staunch and well prepared, that it must 
be admitted they deserved their fair fortune 
after the catastrophe.

of 1 number of mounted policemen dashing |

These police, organized by the Couat de Mon- 
teforte, an Italian officer, arrived at Teheran 
within the last two yeals, are very creditably 
got up, and, [am told, are very efficient in 
maintaining order in the capital. They wear

They were the 
King's rupping footmen. 

Each man wore a rather lone-skirted red 
tunic, ornamented with afew scraps of gold 
luce sewh horizontally on the breast, a pair 
of dark knee breeches, waite cotton stocktugs 
and shoes With buckles and rosettes. ‘ae 
ocdest part of the costume was the hat. It 
“wus of uviack glazed leather, and was not un- 
ihe a Breman's helmet deveioping into a lau- 
ces cusque, or the headdress worn by the ec-

Inthe midst of 
these rode à group of forty or fifty of the 
highest dignitsries of the State, including 
the First Minister and the Commander- 
in- Chief of the Army, the Hessem el Seltaneh, 
or Sword of the Kingdom.“ All these fanc- 
tionaries were dressed in an exceedingly plain 
manner. At their head rode the Shah himself, 
if possible still more plainly dressed than the 
members oi the greup around bim. Were it 
sot for the crimson umbrella which he carried 
open above bis head as an emblem of supreme 
xuthority, | should certainly have been un- 
able to make him out inthe crowd. As I saw 
him, be seemed to mea much younger and 
handsomer man than his photographs would 
lead one to believe. Perhaps it was the glow 
cast bythe red umbrella which made him 
seem younger. Behind him came an immense 
concourse vf horsemen, presumably belong- 
ing to tbe royal household. Then follaweda 
closed carriage, resplendewt with plate glass 
und gilding, not unlike tbe Lord Mayor's 
state couch. Next came some led horses, 
splendidly caparisoned; and a number of 
police closed the procession. 
oddest part of the procession consisted of the 
apes and baboons led along by their keepers, 
and intended to amuse the ladies of the harem. 
There was a new feature introduced into the 
scene—new for Persia, I believe—the scatter- 
ing of flowers along the way in frontof the 
Shah. One would have expected that chil- 


Aren, or at least some tolerably good-looking 


persons, would have performed this grace- 
ful act. Instead there were a couple of ugly 
old men, whose ordinary avocation 1s to 
throw water from leather bags they carry on 
their backs to allay the dust whenthe Shah 
passes, and who, baving first performed the 
more useful part of their duties, were now to 
be seen burrying about witb ariicles resemb- 
ling wooden coal scuttles under their arms, 
scattering What looked like the sweepings of 
u nursery garden in a very business like fash- 
ion. 

At the moment Teheran, with its telegraphs 
aud its police of M. Schindler and its Count 
de Monteforte, is no longer the remote East- 
ern capital such as Marco Poio might have 
hinted at. There may be holes two feet 
square inthe thoroughfares that flank the 
King’s palace, and at the bottom of which, at 
unknown depths, run hidden wat urses; 
and tbere may be rumors afloat tha e halt 
dozen adventurous thieves who the 
Shah’s regalia from the old man was 
conveying them to the jeweler are t own 
frem the mouths of the guns in main 
square (for which civilized punishmt®nt the 
King might claim a well known precedent): 
but,.practically speaking, Teheran. with its 
Italian police, its Austrian soldiery (and Rus- 
sian Cossacks), its macadamized thorough- 
fares, its electric light and its two cafes, has 
ceased to have claims upon romance.

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An Old Man’s De 

“$5 Sah Suicide. 
Niagara Falis Telegraph, 7th» 

George yee Kner of Utica committed sui- 
cide bere last night by leaping into the rapids. 
He made his preparations in the most careful 
manner. even going so far as to procure 4 
pistol, with which he evidently intended to 
shoot any one who should interfere with him. 
Knapp arrived here at 5:30 last night, on the 
train from Buffalo, aud after sending a tele- 

raph message went to the International 
Fiotel, where he hadsupper. What he did 
during the remainder of the evening until he 
took his frightful leap is a mystery. Mr. ©. 
C. Nusener of Drummondsvilſe, Oat., and his 
cousin, Miss Florence M. Evart, who had been 
viewing the falls from Prospe:t Park, went 
to Tugby’s bazaar, just south of the bridge 
which spans the rapids to Goat Islaud. The 
young lady sat down on a long seat on the bal- 
cony which extends. along the side of the 
bazaar and over the rapids, and her compan- 
jon went inside and entered into conversation 
with a young attendant. Very soon after this, 
Knapp came alopg, and what followed was 
— 1 Miss Evart to your correspondent, as 
follows: 

„Mr. Nusener, with whose family I am at 
present visiting across the river, and myself 
came over to the American side of the river, 
and after spending a short time in Prospect 
Park we went to Tugby's bazaar. He and 1 
sat down on the seat along the balcony, and 
my cousin went into the bezar, and stood in 
the door with bis back toward me, engaged in 
conversation with Miss Mary Haney. I sat 
there about three minutes, when the man 
came along. It was rather dark at the time 
and I didn’t take particular notice of him. 
However, I should say that he was a tall and 
rather stout man of middle age, and worea 
dark suit of clotbes. He worea full beard, 
which seemed to be slightly tinged with gray. 
He sat down ten feet awav from me, and ap- 
peared to be in deep thought. He sat there 
about three minutes, and then went to the 
extreme corner of the baicony, ten feet fur- 
ther away. He sat down, pulled outa diary, 
bastily scribbled a few words, then tore out 
the leaf and pinned the note inside of his 
cout, on the right side. He then removed the 
Zu ment and took of his vest. He did not 
seem to be excited, and I thoucht that prob- 
obly he had been walking, and, being heat- 
ed, was tryipgto cool off. However, I con- 
tinued to watch him. He stopped a moment, 
as though holding communion with himself, 
and then removed his cuffs. He laid his hat 
on top of the clothes, and, mounting the rail- 
ing, stood there a minute. Then, drawing 
u pistol, he raised both hands above his head 
and fired a shot with one. Just as he did this 
be bent his knees and gave the frightful leap 
into the rapids. I turned just then, so fright- 
ened that I knew not what todo. I just 
mar aged to yell, and Charley aud others came 
instantly up.’’ 

Those who ran out on the balcony say that 
tbe man was drowned befere he reached the 
awful precipice, eighty rods away, and that 
the body shot into the darkness and down the 
seething abvss like a ball shot from a cannon. 
No cry was heard from the suicide who so 
deliberatelv and determinedly ended his ¢ca- 
reer. A crowd soon gathered around. Po- 
liceman Ralph Bailey took possession of the 
dead wan’s effects, which were found neatly 
folded and piled uvon the seat. ‘The note 
pinned on the coat read: 

Please express these to E. F. Emery, 29 
Jobn street, Utica. G. W. KNAPP. 

The signature was in a plain, bold hand. In 
a vest pocket was found a plain gold Eaglish 
lever watch, and elsewhere were a mem ran- 
dum book, containing bills and 884 16 in 
mene, a counterfeit trade dollar, eyeglasses, 
knife and match and tobacco boxes. The 
cuffs were found in a coat pocket. On a bunch 
of kes was a plate marked **Kuapp, residence 
10 Cooper street, Utica.“ 

The cause of the suicide 18 a mystery. Just 
afier the suicide a telegraph boy ran down to 
cejiver the answer to the message Knapp sent 
niir in the eveniog, and which Was about 
bustness matters, 

Knapp was evidently sane, and went about 
the burinc ss of ending his life with coolness 
und deliberation. Nobody knows anvthing 
„Gut the man. A telegram sent by the Pres- 
ident of the village to the address given in the 
note pinned on the suicide’s coat had, up to 
S 9’ clock, elicited no response. Nobody has 
ret come on 10 claim the eflects. The body, 
for Which search is now being made along the 
banks of the river below the falls, has not yet 
bee : found, and probably will never be recov. 
ered. 

The last suicide here was that of ‘*Pipus” 
Walker, a boatman, who, full of liquor, got in 
u small boat and went over the falls. ILis 
body was never recovered. 
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A Chinese Theater.

Coung Ye Lung & Co.’s new theater was 
opened yesterday.

there were no quarrels between the leading 
lady and the soubrette, andthe star and the 
leading man; there were not half a hundred 
deadheads; there were no bouquets bought by 
members of the company and sent to them- 
selves by the usher; there were no tedious 
waits between the acts, but there were some 
tedious acts between waits; the orchestra 
consisted of a tiddle, two banjos, a machine 
that made a noise like two boys with sticks 
stliiking a paling fence going at full speed, 
and three pairs of cymbals—one pair as large 
us Wash-tubs. The ensemble plaving was a 
happy medium between the sounds of two 
pigs under a gate and the melody of a boiler 
factory,With a slight preponderation of the 
latter. The most thrilling scene was when 
ten actors, dressed kind of like a fairy and 
kind of like an Indian and kind of like a tur- 
key gobbler, came out and threatened to wipe 
the ground with their opponents’ army. They 
tackled an old woman, threw her across a 
biock and sawed away for a minute with 
wooden saws, after which the woman turned 
u somersault and walked off the stage dead. 
The heroine of the play bad her face painted 
like the sunrise of a six-bit chromo, and four 
young Romeos, after squandering a week’s 
salary on picnic tickets and boat rides for the 
idol of their hearts, without gaining her af- 
fections, threatened to have the life’s be-lud 
of the other three.

A TRANCE PREACHER. 


Singular Pulpit Performances of Noah 
Troyer.

Trover 
came in and was given a seat. e soon be- 
came drowsy, and was placed upon a rude 
couch constructed on the platform. His con- 
vulsions soon came on, and for half an hour 
bis muscles were like iron, and drawn to a 
tension that could not be overcome.

THE WINES OF FRANCE. 


What the Foreign Wines of America 
; Cost per Yeur. 
From the New york Times. 

France has at length become a wine-im- 
porting country. Her six and one-half mil- 
lion acres of vineyards are no longer able to 
supply the home demand. During the past 
six months of the current year she exported 
wine, to the value of 120,°49,000f., against an 
importation of 171,314,000f. In the tirst six 
months of the year 1872 her wine 
exports amounted to 144.710,000f., and 
her.imports to only 8,022,000f. Thus in 
eight years, from selling to the outside world 
more than eighteen times as much as she 
bought of it, she bas come te buy more than 
she sells. The phylloxera has done it. The 
ravages of this pest have had a — 
effect upon one of the most extensive an 
profitable industries of France. From 1830 
to 1848 France produced annually about 30.- 
000, 000 hectoiitres ef wine—nearly 800, 000. 000 
gallons. During the last ten years of the EM- 
pire the average was 55, 000, 000 hectoiitres. 
In 1°69 a total of 70,000,000 hectolitres was 
reached. The phylloxera had then begun its 
work and in that year its operations doubtless 
diminished the product by 30,000. 
C00 hectolitres. In 1875. when some of the 
best vine-growing districts were swarming 
withthe incect pests, 84,000,000 hectolitres 
were produced. There was a falling off in 
1876 to 42,000,000 bectolitres; in 1877 the yield 
was 56,500, (00: in 1878, 49.000.000 hectolitres, 
and in 1879 it had fallen to 30, 000, 000, the av- 
erage of Louis Pbilippe’s reign. At this rate, 
in three er four vears the annual product will 
not be over one-fourth as great as the average 
yield before the coming of the phylloxera. 

As a consequence of this falling off, the 
price of wine has, of course, undergone a con- 
siderable increase. In 1540 the average price 
ot French wines at the vinevard was 1If. 500. 
tbe heciolitre. At present the most ordinary 
of tbe wines made in the South of France sell 
for 30f., while the average retail price has 
risen to Gof. The retail price, however, has 
advanced less rapidly than the price paid to 
the producer. There is always wine to be had 
in the Paris cabarets for 60 centimes or 70 
centimes the litre (221 pints). 
M. Pau) Leroy Beaulieu, in an article 
in the Economiste Francais, shows that 
this barely represents the actual cost of the 
wine plus the transportation charges and 
the tariff at the gates of Paris, leaving noth- 
ing for the profits of middlemen. The inev-

‘The mortality, par- 
ticulariv among the Kurdish tribes of the 
mountain districts, is great. At Selmas ty- 
phus has carried off many lives. A letter 
from this latter place (dated July 5) says: 
„Ihe streets are full of dead bodies, Which 
are generally only buried when in a state of 
petrefaction. People are afraid of a plague 
adding its horrors to those of the famine. 
Wheat costs £70 a ton, the newly harvested 
barley 480.“ A letter from Uroomieh says: 
Jam very much afraid of an epidemic 
disease declaring itself here; the mortality is 
frightful; dead bodies are left lying in 
the streets, and then drawn tothe burial- 
ground like carcases of horses. The ensuing 
montb will probably be more terrible. The 
Catholic mission has expended in relief about 
14800 (all it had to dispose of), the American 
mission about £6,000—both sums drops in the 
ocean. The Christians here have suffered 
less thanthe Mussulmans. Of the former, 
compuratively speaking, very few have died 
of starvation. The harvest will bring some 
relief, but hardly any for the utterly desti- 
tute, who bave not the wherewithal to buy 
even one pound of bread.“ Another corre - 
spondent says: As the dogs have mostiy 
died or been killed for food, the place is di- 
vested of its guardians and is exposed night 
and day to the attacks of tbe Kurds, who 
come from the mountains to plunder. We are 
aimostina state of siege, and the firing of 
guns never ceases at night; the roads are very 
uhsafe, bands of famished Kurds plundering 
every traveler. Poor villagers are robbed of 
their clothes, which are hardiy worth six- 
pence.’’ The Persian Government does a 
little toward alleviating the sufferings of the 
people: for instance, at Uroomieh about 2,000 
Mussulmans are receiving daily rations of 
bread. At Tauris prices of bread have fallen: 
on the Sth of July a pound of bread there cost 
tbree pence. The harvest has commenced, 
put grave fears of a continuation of the fame 
ine are entertained, as the yield is not sufli- 
cient.

You can fancy what a gay crush it 
is of pedestrians, carriages, riders, people in 
bath chairs, nobby grooms, German bands, 
children in perambulators, skating rinks, 
nigger minstrels and tutti quanti. The city 
of the south coast is crowing with a rapidity 
that would have astounded George the Fourih, 
and in one of its new suburbs the Brighton 
authorities are gaming the streets in the New 
York fashion; First avenue, Fifth avenue, 
etc. Brighton is called London-super-Mare, 
and really it is scarcely more troubie to run 
down there and get a whiff of seaairand a 
look at the aquarium than it is to goto the 
Crystal Palace and glance at what’s going on 
at Sydenham.

The Academy of Sciences is un- 
able to suggest a remedy, aad the 
(iovernment’s prize of 300, 000f. for an inven- 
tion which would stay its ravages remains to 
be won. The best autboritiesin France agree 
thatthe only resource is to transplant Ameri- 
can vines to French soil. The phylloxera 
will not touch the American vine. But it is 
admitted that tbis process wiil require many 
years. Meanwhile the area of vine-culture 
is expanding. 
ca not only a possible source of supply for her 
future needs, buta great rival. As yet it be- 
comes us to qualify our claims in behalf of 
American wines with a good deal of modesty. 
Te a statement of our reasonable expecta- 
tions, however. there can be no objection. 
It is asserted by competent authorities 
thatin New York, Ohio and California we 
bave soils possessing every essential quality 
for the production of wines equaling the most 
famous foreign brands. We have yet to learn 
what varieties of grape arethe best adapted 
to particular localities, and we have not mas- 
tered the profounder secrets of those manu- 
facturing processes which, iu the hands of 
skilled French vine-growers, will produce 
year after year a still or sparkling wine of al- 
most unvarying excellence. We shall belie 
our reputation for ingenuity it we are long 
balked by these obstacles. ‘The foreign wines 
we drink cost us now about $4,500,000 annu- 
ally.

4. For a dozen fowls which have roosted 
each night for six months in a hen- coop not 
guarded by a bear-trap, alarm-bell, spring- 
gun, or other device to prevent a full and fait 
investigation of their manker of roosting, a 
prize of a photograph of an ice-house con- 
taming fifty tons of ice.

We under- 
tand that this boat and several others, to be 
bought er built, will beeome virtually a part 
of the Cincinnati Southern kailroad, and will 
ply below this city in the building up of Cin- 
cinnati’s cotton trade. 

COUSHATTA, September 6.—The steamer 
Ashland struck a snag amidships about 8 
o’chock Sunday evening, thirty-five miles 
above Coushatta. She was careening consid- 
erably at the time of the accident, and drifted 
directly across the river, resting her stern on 
thesnag and midship on a sandbar, with each 
end of the boat thirty feet from a twenty-foot 
perpendicular bank. A whistle was sounded 
Which gave additional alarm to the already 
badly-shocked passengers, who were speed- 
ingtothe guards to avail themselves of the 
tirst opportunity to escipe. Captain Wilkin- 
don soon ascertained that the boat was lodged 
and there could be no immediate danger from 
sinking, which reassured the passengers to 
euch an extent that they were willing not to 
go ashore. The water was now eighteen 
incbes inthe hold. A bulkhead was soon 
built and pumps were put to work. Three 
hundred sacks of oil cake and sixty-tive bales 
of cotton were thrown overboard. Two 
dead men“ were buried on the banks and 
the lines put out, which pulled us from the 
mag at 1 o’clock Monday morning, where we 
taid until 7 next morning. All is safe now. 


FROM Madison correspondence Cincinnati

The wharfboat at 
Markland is constructed upon the hull of the 
onee popular Cincinnati and Kanawha River 
towboat Hawkeye. The wharfboat at Ghent 
16 built upon the hull of the famous Kentucky 
River packet Dove No.2, a boat that ran dur- 
ing all of ber existence inthe Kentucky River 
trade to Louisville and Cincinnati; her en- 
zines are row inthe Madison and Lauisville 
packet Marg je Harper. At Vevay, Ind., is 
stationed the bull aud part of the cabin of the 
Florence Lee, a boat which plied for years 
between Evansville ani Tennessee River; her 
engines bow furnish the motive 
power for the une Kvansville and 
Tennessee River packet Silver Cloud. 
At Madison can be found, as a wharfboat, the 
hull of the Julia No.2. Sue piied for yearafin 
the Cincinnati and Kanawha River trade, un- 
der command of Capt. J. V. Reynolds. She 
proved so successful that Capt. Reynolds 
built the Virgie Lee and sold the Julia No.2 
lo Capt. Lovell, who placed a calliope aboard 
of her andran her for a time successfully on 
the Upper Cumberland River. He then dis- 
mantled her and placed her engines and eal- 
liope where they now are, on the Dora Cab. 
ler. At Louisville the hull of the Ajax, the 
largest and most powerful towhoat of her day 
serves as u wharfpoat. The Ajax’s powerful 
engines are now on the large cotton packet 
Henry Frank. At New Albany can be found 
‘mnlling Hi. Reamer aboard of a wharfboat 
built upon the bull of the once famous St. 
Louisand New Orleans packet Atlantic, one 
of the tinestsidewheelers that ever plied in 
that trade. As one sees before him the relic 
Of these once famous and noted steamboats

The five Congresses will meet together 
once a year and form a general Congress; 
the five executives will each year choose a 
new President for a twelve months’ term. 
Fourth, a codification of the law and the 
abolition of the common law as existing at 
present. With these few trifling altera- 
tiovs Mr. Hill thinks that the country 
might worry along a year or two longer. 
Needless to say, all of Mr. Hill's brilliant 
fancy and powerful logic are brought to 
bear upon these mooted points, and the 
case is very clearly made ouf—not too 
clearly, but just clearly enough.

and prove his qualities? We think every pro- 
gressive man will say ves. Then if Health 
Commissioner Francis is seeking the Mayoral- 
ty, so long as he only uses the custom sanctioned 
legitimate means, it is commendable in him. 
Then the question to be considered is: Will 
Mr. Francis make such a Mayor as St. Louis 
will have need of for the coming term? 

Every one who has watched his career as 
Health Commissioner is convinced, we think, 
of his superiority and tact as an executive 
anc supervising officer. It is almost 
marvelous how minutely and thoroughly 
he knows the workings of alt the 
departments under his care. This perfect 
knowledge of how and why everything is 
done thatis done throughout the entire de- 
partment is, of course, the result of a con- 
stant and untiring. effort on bis part to have 
everything just as he would wish it. He has 
given it, seemingly, his eatire time and at- 
tention, and the result has been that the de- 
partment in all its branches is in better 
working condition, effecting more good with 
a less expenditure of means than ever before. 
This, too, has been done despite the opposi- 
tion of a majority ofthe medical fraternity, 
upon whom every city is more or less depend- 
ent for the management of its sanitary affairs. 
His successful efforts to prevent an epidemic 
of yellow fever in 1878 and 187! deserve the 
commendation and gratitude of the whole city, 
for itis the impression of nearly all unbiased 
minds that but for the rigid quarantine and 
strict watch over the city there would have 
been an epidemic in St. Louis scarcely less 
disastrous than were those in Memphis and 
New Orleans. During the excitement the 
Health Commissioner was everywhere there 
was anything to be done and left no stone un- 
turned that might afford a lurking place for 
the dread scourge. 

We merely refer to these things to attract 
attention and remind the public, for none 
who have taken the troubte or interest to in- 
quire can have failed to be convinced ofthe 
efficient Management ol the department. 
Now it seems to us that aman Wbo his man- 
aged so important a de partment with so much 
credit to himself and efticiencvto the public 
might safely be placed at tbe head of all the 
departments. 

Mr. Francis is eminently a man of deeds, 
and not of words. Illis motto seems to be 
Work! Work! Work! And if there was 
more work and lesa theorizing and wrang- 
ling and **gassing’’? in some of the depart- 
ments, the city would deubtiessiy be much 
the gainer. It is very well for the Mayor to 
be abletodeliter addresses of welcome, ete , 
composed of high-sounding words and well 
rounded sentences, on all pubiic occasions; 
but what St. Louis most needs in a Mayor is 
the ability and inclination to work and see 
that others occupying positions under him 
work, and work properly. 

We would not like to be understood as as- 
serting that Mr. Francis is the only man who 
can and does work, or that he is the only man 
wbho would make himself thoroughiy ac- 
quainted with all the city’s affairs and see 
that they receive the vecesary attention, but 
we merely assert that be is one man Woo we 
believe would doit.

The Proposition of the Property 
Owners Finds General Favor.

Interviews With Several Gentlemen on 
the Subject—Facts Concerning 
the Cotton Trade. 


The prospect for the new Cotton Exchange 
has at last’ attained a tangible form. The 
committee appointed last night will meet in 
a day or two, and after üxing on a basis of 
subscription will circulate among the proper- 
ty owners in the neighborhood of the 
proposed site, and they expect to have 
no difficulty in raisisg the sum they 
decide Mr. Black should have in return for 
his generous offer. A PoOST-DISPATCH re- 


porter called upon Mr. John Maguire, the 
chairman of the committee, this morning, and 
found him very sanguine of the success of 
the scheme. By Mondayfthe committee will 
be in working order, and they / are 
nearly assured from what they have already 
heard that they will accomplish the design 
with which they were entrusted. On the 
floor of the Cotton Exchange a reporter met 
MR. WM. L. BLACK, 
the gentleman who has made such liberal 
ropositions tothe members ofthe Exchange. 
Mr. Black objected to the term ‘‘liberal’’ as 
applied to his offer. If accepted, he expected 
that the benetit he would derive would more 
than balance his outlay in the matter. Mr. 
Black was appointed a member of the com- 
mittee to select a site for the new duilding 
about eight months ago. There was consid- 
erable difficulty in @nting an owner of a suf- 
ficient mount of ground in a suitable locali- 
ty who would be willing to trade on 
equitable terms. Mr. Black then asked to 
be excused from membership on the commit- 
tee and submitted the following proposition: 
He would put up a building within the 
bounds of Elm, Locust, Fourth and Main 
streets and give the cotton merchants the use 
of rooms in it suitable for an exchange on the 
condition that they would obligate themselves 
to use the same forthe purpose for a period 
of ninety-nine years, thus making this the 
cotton market of St. Louis. He is the owner 
of a_ piece of property on the 
southwest corner of Main and Walnut 
156 on Walnut by 100 on Main, and wouid 
prefer locating it there, but he has other 
locations, and has moreor less encourage- 
ment from property -owners in other locations 
to build in some other place within the 
bounds. It will be seen, however, by the 
views of those published below, that the pro- 
posed site is acceptable to the cotton men, 
and if the neighboring property-holders meet 
the newly appointed committee in the way it 
is expected they will, the building will be 
ready for occupancy within a year, though 
Mr. Black bas eighteen months in which to 
carry out bis contract. 

can't see, said Mr. Black, hy the 
property-holders should not be anxious to 
contribute to this matter. Inthe first place it 
will greatly benefit the city by giving it a 
reputation as a cotton market, and thus at- 
tractisg merchants, buyers and shippers, who 
are wavering as to whether St. Louis is a suit - 
able market to locate in. Incidentally, I 
would say that while the various merchants 
are jubilant over the boom in trade in gener- 
al, bey are not giving the cotton trade the 
credit it deserves in the matter. The amount 
of money disbursed during the last year dur- 
ing the cotton trade reaches 5 25, 000, 000 and a 
very large amount of that was put into mer- 
chandise of every kind right here in this city 
and shipped South in payment 
for cotton. With increased facili- 
ties, thereg would result increased 
advantages.” Some people point to the case of 
the Merchants’ Exchange, which did not ma- 
terially improve property in its vicinity. This 
case is entirely different. The peculiar na- 
ture of the cotton trade compels merchants 
to occupy houses in close proximity to the 
Exchange, and this would create a demand 
for stores, which of course would rapidly 
build up the neighborhood, especialiy as the 
membership, which is now 150, would be 
largely increased by the new project. See- 
ondly, the members ofthe Cotton Exchange 
are compelled to be present in the building 
nearly all day, from 9 a. m. to 5 p. m., unlike 
other merchants, who visit the Exchange only 
a few hours a day. Then the Exchange would 
attract other business—brokers, restaurants, 
freight stations, etc. It would be proper that 
we would have such an Exchange, and the 
property-holders inthe neighborhood cannot 
fail to see it is to their interest to heip it. The 
location of this exchange, such as it is, caused 
an increase of rent, around here of nearly 100 
percent. Mr. Weightman, of Philadelphia, 
who owns my store and the next, is willing to 
contribute $1,000, simply as a business mat- 
ter. and the estimate that the value of prop. 
erty in tue vicinity will be increased at least 
$1,000,000 is not too much. 

D. P. ROWLAND, 
president of] the Cotton Exchange, expressed 
in other words the same views. We are 
now the second largest and rapidly becoming 
the largest marketin the country. We can 
ship to Louisville as cheaplv, and insure at a 
much cheaper rate than to New Orleans. This 
interest is bound to become a predominating 
one, and every citizen of St. Louis ought to 
help it, simply from selfish motives,just as far 
as he is able.“ 
MR. C. M. DONALDSON, 

secretary of the St. Louis Cotton Compress 
Company, pointed out the fact that this 
building would be as much benefit to St. 
Louis as the Merchants’ Exchange was when 
it was first being built. We must have an 
exchange commensurate with our increased 
trade, and we are going to have it, either 
through this plan or some other.“ 

MR. THEODORE MEYER 
was entirely in favor of the locality on Main 
and Walnut. Other locations further west 
were out of the question. Telegrams come in 
from Louisville as late as 5 v. m., and cotton 
buyers must have easy access to the exchange. 
They are now about Main street, and would 
not wantto move. The present building is 
entirely unsuited to the wants of the busi- 
ness. For instance, a room was wanted 
for future sales, which were rapidly becom- 
ing a leading feature of the business. 

MR. R. B. WHITTEMORE, 
president of the Factors’ and Brokers’ Cot- 
ton Compress Company, was emphatic in his 
expression ofthe great benefits that would 
accrue both to the property-holders adjacent 
tothe location and to the city at large. The 
trade is growing immensely, and an exchange 
should be provided which would, like a per- 
manent thing, like the trade, have confidence 
in itself and know what it was doing. 

The general sentiment with these gentle- 
men and all those on the Cotton Exchange this 
morning was that the proposed location was 
the one thing wanted, and that they were 
sure the enterprise would meet with no 
further delay.

POLICE COMMUNICATION. 


What They Think of the, Proposed 
Chicago Improvements Here. 


The Chicago Police Department is about to 
adopt a new system of communication with a 
view of aiding the police inthe discharge of 
their duty. Those interested intend to at- 
tempt the introduction of the system 
j this city 8 proves a 
success. “That system will be 


an enormous expense,“ said Secretary Chap- 
man this morning, and 1 don’t think it will 
be a success for several reasons. It is pro- 
posed, I believe. to have the stations located 
about Chicago furnished with telephonic and 
telegraphic facilities, so any one eau call on 
the police in any event, and that patrolmen 
will be ready to answer a call in wagons. This 
isan improvementonthe old Peele system 
that was used here many years ago. You can 
see the stations down at the Work-house and 
near Tower Grove Park now, and they are 
always suggestive of something very comical. 
After patrolling their beats the officers 
used to sit in these, and every once in a 
while look outin one direction and then in 
another. Often they used to fall asleep and 
be carried blocks away, stations and all. 
Well, this is an intended improvement, but it 
won't prove such a great success. Any 
irresponsible boy will be able to go and ring 
up the stations and do what he likes to fool 
ibem. The only way to guard against this is 
to place a man at each station, and imagine 
the expense this will be. The dial system 
now in use in this city is about the 
best, so far. We have alarm gongs in 
every station for fire and we have a telephone 
with which all the principal business houses 
and banks have connection. If weare ‘‘ruog 
up’’ and an officer wanted We can ina few 
minutes telegraphto the nearest station and 
have the man there in a very 
few minutes. This is not so great 
an improvement,and with tbe system we now 
have here we can do all that is proposed by 
these stations.’’
